cuts, which could lead to thousands 
of pounds in subsidy payments 
being slashed from individual phar¬ 
macies. 

The NPA joined forces with the 
British Pharmaceutical Students As¬ 
sociation and other bodies to collect 
hundreds of signatures at an event 
in London recently, as west London 
chemists step up their efforts to pro¬ 
tect pharmacy budgets. 

Sailesh Pindolia, owner of the 
Bush Pharmacy in Shepherd’s 
Bush, said the plans to cut funding 
would “make a bad situation 
worse”. 

He added: “For the bigger multi¬ 
ples, it does not 
mean that much - 
they will absorb 
the costs. But for 
small independents 
it means possible 
closure.” 



Millions ‘scared 
of Night Tube’ 

A DAMNING report on passengers' 
safety on the Night Tube has 
revealed that millions of 
Londoners will be too scared to 
use it because of fears of getting 
attacked by sex beasts and rowdy 
drunks. 

The report by the London 
Assembly's Police and Crime 
Committee has also unearthed a 
Transport for London study which 
predicts that the number of 
attacks will rise when the late- 
night Underground service 
begins. 

The report reveals that the 
number of violent and sex attacks 
on London transport services is 
already running at almost 10,000 
a year and the crime committee 
has expressed deep concern that 
38 per cent of Londoners fear that 
they will not be safe on the "Fright 
Tube". 

Although British Transport 
Police say they will be putting 100 
officers on patrol when the new 
night service begins, the report 
highlights the worry that as they 
will be policing 144 stations, that 
only provides 0.7 per cent of a 
policeman to every station. The 
committee is concerned that 
huge numbers of Londoners are 
already too scared to use the Tube 
and buses at night because of the 
rise in the number of attacks.

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Mayor pitches in for grassroots sport 


T HE Mayor of London Boris 
Johnson has this week an¬ 
nounced a £1.5 million invest¬ 
ment in artificial grass pitches to boost 
grassroots sports across London. 

The funding will kick-start the first 
phase of a ground-breaking pro¬ 
gramme in London and ensure the 
capital is at the forefront of the Foot¬ 
ball Association’s five-year plan to 
improve grassroots facilities in Eng¬ 
land and reduce reliance on local au¬ 
thority subsidies. 

The FA will be working with Lon¬ 
don boroughs about becoming the 
first in the capital to create their own 
hub facility to create and manage 
sports pitches in local communities. 
The idea is for a trust - consisting of 
representatives from the local bor¬ 
ough, County FA and the Greater 
London Authority - to run the sports 
hubs, which would be self-sufficient 
with their own facilities and could 
host a mixture of school and commu¬ 
nity sessions during the day, youth 
coaching in the evening and weekends 
and recreational “pay as you play” 
sessions in the evening. 

The hub trusts will then manage the 
ongoing development of new and ex¬ 
isting all-weather 3G pitches for a 
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wider community use across a num¬ 
ber of sports. 

A London-wide process is due to be 
launched later in the spring for bor¬ 
oughs to bid for investment to kick¬ 
off their hub and football pitch 
improvement programme. 

The mayor’s investment follows a 
commitment to deliver a grassroots 
legacy for Londoners when the capital 
hosts the semi-final and final of the 
2020 UEFA European Football 
Championships. It is part of the 
mayor’s £25m grassroots Sports 


Legacy Programme, which has in¬ 
vested in more than 100 sports facili¬ 
ties, delivered sports participation 
projects to in excess of 400,000 Lon¬ 
doners and trained 13,000 people as 
sports coaches, officials and volun¬ 
teers in the capital since 2009. 

The mayor, Boris Johnson, said: 
“There is no doubt we need more 
good quality sports pitches in London 
that can be used all year round and 
that is why I am investing to ensure 
the capital is at the front of the queue 
and reaps maximum benefit from the 
FA’s programme. 

“It makes absolute sense that the 
good folk who run local clubs and 
groups across the capital have the op¬ 
portunity to have a greater say in the 
running of their own sports facilities 
and take the pressure off council 
budgets.” 

The Mayor’s Sports Commissioner, 
Kate Hoey MP, said: “This is a great 
opportunity for London to secure the 
very best quality sports facilities for 
future generations to enjoy. I’m de¬ 
lighted the FA is prioritising London 
so early in their national programme 
and hope that we’re able to bring 
these multi-sports hubs to communi¬ 
ties in every corner of our city. This 


investment will help build much 
needed new artificial grass pitches as 
well as helping to safeguard existing 
grass playing areas.” 

The national hub facilities pro¬ 
gramme is being funded by the FA, 
Sport England and the Premier 
League, which will be delivered by 
the Football Foundation. As part of 
the programme, those funding part¬ 
ners will put up to 60 per cent of in¬ 
vestment into hub sites in the capital, 
with the other 40 per cent coming 
from partners and other funding 
streams. The hub programme is one of 
the findings of the FA Chairman’s In¬ 
dependent Commission which re¬ 
vealed there was a dearth of artificial 
pitches - particularly in London - and 
there is a desperate need to reduce the 
reliance on local authority subsidies. 

FA chief executive Martin Glenn 
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said: “We are delighted that the mayor 
is confirming his support for our foot¬ 
ball hubs programme in London. I 
commend London’s commitment to a 
project that will lead to a step-change 
in the provision of grassroots football 
in England. Over the next four years, 
we have laid out the ambitious target 
of creating football hubs across up to 
30 cities to support the delivery of FA 
and County FA youth development 
and coach education programmes and 
to improve the quality of grassroots 
provision for clubs and teams.” 

■ The Mayor of London’s Sports Fa¬ 
cilities Fund saw the Football Foun¬ 
dation develop 104 sites across the 
capital, with every single London 
Borough benefiting from GLA invest¬ 
ment. These facilities are catering for 
29 different sports and 15 per cent of 
participants were previously ‘inac¬ 
tive’, demonstrating how properly- 
targeted and delivered facilities 
investment can help achieve a more 
active population. 

■ Since 2000, the Football Founda¬ 
tion has delivered £1.3billion of 
grassroots sports investment on be¬ 
half of its core funders: the Premier 
League, The FA and the Govem- 
ment/Sport England.

Traders await 
court’s ruling 

MARKET traders in Shep¬ 
herd’s Bush have taken their 
fight against redevelopment to 
the Court of Appeal. 

Members of the Shepherd’s 
Bush Market Tenants’ Associa¬ 
tion are seeking to overturn a 
compulsory purchase order up¬ 
held by ministers after an initial 
appeal last year. 

Property developer Orion is 
planning to revamp the market 
but traders say their livelihoods 
are under threat. 

A hearing took place at the 
Court of Appeal on Thursday, 
March 3 and traders are await¬ 
ing a verdict. 

More than 8,700 people have 
signed a petition to block the 
development, which includes 
plans to build a private block of 
luxury flats near the market. 

Local MP Andy Slaughter 
has already spoken out against 
the proposals and backed the 
traders’ campaign. 

On the petition website, ten¬ 
ants’ association chairman 
James Horada said: “This 
scheme is removing our secu¬ 
rity and forcing additional costs 
and liability onto our busi¬ 
nesses. 

“In recent months we have 
had over 10 per cent of the mar¬ 
ket fold and leave. This scheme 
should be about protecting and 
cradling the businesses of 
Shepherd’s Bush Market and 
preserving an exceptional com¬ 
munity.”

ham was ranked high on the ‘In¬ 
fidelity Index’ - narrowly beaten 
into second place by the ram¬ 
pant Royal Borough of Kensing¬ 
ton and Chelsea in a breakdown 
of London boroughs. 

Illicit Encounters says Ham¬ 
mersmith and Eulham was the 
chosen romantic location for 
9,951 affairs last year, suggest¬ 
ing that more than five per cent 
of the borough cheated on their 
partner in the last 12 months. 


More 20mph zones 
Svill be lifesavers ,

DRIVERS will be forced 
to kill their speed in side 
streets and town centres 
after council chiefs gave 
the green light to extend¬ 
ing 20mph limits. 

Supporters said that lives 
would be saved, as plans to slash 
the speed limit in Hammersmith 
and Fulham were finally signed 
off last week. 

Motorists will now face 
20mph zones on all the bor¬ 
ough’s residential side streets 
and on sections of busy town 
centre roads where pedestrian 
and cycle accidents are com¬ 
mon. 

Road safety groups have 
claimed that cutting speed limits 
will reduce the number of acci¬ 
dents, while clean air campaign¬ 
ers say the policy will help to 
tackle pollution as more people 
choose to leave their cars at 
home. 

But critics have argued that 
most road accidents are not 
caused by high speeds and are 
fighting to overturn the decision. 

The results of a public consul¬ 
tation held over the autumn re¬ 
vealed that 45 per cent of more 
than 5,000 respondents wanted 
20mph limits enforced on all 


roads, except those managed by 
Transport for London. 

A further 26 per cent were 
generally in favour of reducing 
the limit but not on some main 
roads, while the remaining 29 
per cent did not want any new 
speed controls at all. 

Wesley Harcourt, Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham council’s cab¬ 
inet member for transport, said 
public support for the policy 
was “overwhelming”. 

“The clear majority of resi¬ 
dents in one of our biggest ever 
consultations said they support 
extending 20mph speed limits to 
reduce injuries and deaths on 
our streets and make our neigh¬ 
bourhoods more pleasant for 
everyone,” he said. 

“Collisions at lower speeds 
are much less likely to cause 
deaths or serious injuries. Lower 
speeds are also good for reduc¬ 
ing traffic congestion by cutting 
delays caused by accidents and 
by encouraging more people to 
leave the car at home, because 
walking or cycling become 
safer, more pleasant options.” 

Work to install signs on the 
borough’s residential side roads 
is due to begin later this year, 
after members of the council’s 
cabinet gave their approval last 
Monday (March 7). 

Transport for London will 
cover the cost of introducing the 


new zones, with police set to en¬ 
force speed limit areas. 

Changes to the original ‘bor¬ 
ough-wide’ proposals mean sev¬ 
eral roads, including Scrubs 
Lane, and parts of Wood Lane, 
Uxbridge Road and Goldhawk 
Road, will retain the 30mph 
limit. 

Brian Mooney, from the No 
to 20mph campaign, said an of¬ 
ficial complaint about the speed 
limits had been made and that he 
would fight to overturn the deci¬ 
sion. 

He said: “Hammersmith and 
Fulham council's proposal for a 
20mph limit ‘nearly borough¬ 
wide’ represents a token climb- 
down from the original proposal 
for ‘borough-wide’ rejected by 
55 per cent of respondents. 

“Its contribution to the Lon¬ 
don Mayor’s casualty reduction 
targets is likely to be minimal. 
Our research shows travelling at 
speed was hardly a factor in road 
casualties. More likely factors 
included pedestrians dashing 
out, car users unthinkingly 
opening doors, children falling 
down inside a bus, and drivers 
misjudging turns and other ma¬ 
noeuvres. 

“Road safety policy should be 
about preventing road users 
being hit at any speed, rather 
than just attempting to ensures 
collisions are below 20mph.”

Royal help could cut 
carnival knife crime

HOPES are rising that the 
Duke and Duchess of Cam¬ 
bridge’s work with urban 
youth charity XLP could 
help to cut knife crime at this 
year’s Notting Hill Carnival. 

Last year 57 people were ar¬ 
rested for possession of knives at 
the Carnival and as fears rise over 
the extent of the blade culture in 
the capital, William and Kate’s 
work to support those teaching 
young people to reject gangs and 
knife crime has been praised by 
the mayor of London and the MP 
for Kensington. Last week the 
royal couple made their second 
visit to XLP, the charity which 
works in 70 schools and commu¬ 
nities across London and mentors 
up to 1,800 young people every 
week. The Duke and Duchess 
made the visit in order to encour¬ 
age the mentors who have been 
trained by the charity and meet 
the young people they support. 

The royal visit coincided with 
a police crackdown on knife 
crime in Kensington and Chelsea, 
where local police working on 
Operation Razor seized knives 
including one discovered hidden 
in bushes outside a school in the 
royal borough. Kensington MP

Victoria Borwick praised the 
Duke and Duchess for taking 
their stand to help those at risk of 
knife crime. 

“I am delighted the Duke and 
Duchess of Cambridge are lend¬ 
ing their support to this excellent 
charity. XLP have been doing re¬ 
ally important work tackling 
gang culture, violence and 
racism. The work that XLP are 
doing to tackle knife crime in 
inner city London is to be com¬ 
mended,” she said. “Following 
the rise in knife crime at last 
year’s Notting Hill Carnival I 


would welcome XLP’s expertise 
and input as to how this can be 
prevented in 2016.” 

The royals’ support was also 
welcomed by London mayor 
Boris Johnson, who has fought to 
try to reduce the spread knife 
crime during his years in office. 

A spokesperson for Mr John¬ 
son said: “The mayor believes 
every single young knife death is 
a tragedy and takes the problem 
extremely seriously. This year 
alone he is spending over 
£6.8million on initiatives like his 
pan-London gang exit service to 
help youngsters out of gang 
lifestyles, and enforcement action 
to take knives off our streets. 

“Overall knife crime is at its 
lowest in seven years but that is 
no consolation to the families 
who have been devastated by the 
loss of a loved one. 

“The mayor believes we have 
to do even more, and welcomes 
every new initiative and support 
from every quarter to continue to 
drive down knife crime and keep 
our young people safe.” 

However, XLP has reported a 
rise in knife crime. Last Novem¬ 
ber the charity said there had 
been an annual 18 per cent rise in 
stabbing and knife-related deaths 
in London, where 1,682 young 
people aged under 25 had been 
injured due to knife crime. 
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Trade in rogue 
tobacco busted 

CIGARETTES, shisha and 
tobacco worth more than 
£2,000 was seized last week 
after a number of spot checks 
carried out by trading 
standards officers in the Royal 
Borough of Kensington and 
Chelsea and the borough of 
Hammersmith and Fulham. 

This work was part of 
Operation Henry 2, which was 
part of a national Chartered 
Trading Standards Institute-co- 
ordinated project funded by 
the Department of Health. 

With the aid of specialised 
sniffer dogs, trading standards 
officers discovered the illegal 
tobacco concealed in false 
ceilings and cabinets in eight of 
14 shops visited across both 
boroughs. Some of the tobacco 
was believed to be counterfeit 
whilst the remainder was 
seized as it did not show the 
required information, such as 
whether the tobacco was 'duty 
paid' or carried the required 
health warnings. 

Royal Borough of Kensington 
and Chelsea cabinet member 
for environment, ClIrTim 
Ahern, said: "The sale of illegal 
tobacco is a growing problem 
which has been proved by the 
lengths some unscrupulous 
traders will go to in order to 
conceal their illegal goods. 

"The origins and indeed the 
contents of illegal tobacco 
cannot always be determined 
and therefore, it is completely 
plausible that potentially 
harmful unknown ingredients 
are contained within the 
products." 

An investigation is now 
underway. 

CTSI chief executive Leon 
Livermore said:"The illegal 
trade costs taxpayers about £2 
billion per year in lost revenue 
and is known to fund organised 
crime networks and criminal 
gang activity. About 80,000 
people die from smoking- 
related diseases each year in 
England alone, costing the 
overstretched NHS an 
estimated £2billion. 

"Together, we are winning 
the battle and figures show 
that the market share of illicit 
cigarettes has dropped from 21 
per cent to nine per cent in the 
last decade. Intelligence-led 
investigations like Operation 
Henry 2 keep illegal cigarettes 
and tobacco off the market and 
away from children and young 
people."

A total of 706 votes were cast 
(a turnout of 23 per cent) with 
645 in favour and 57 against, 
and four spoiled ballot papers.

They have a positive impact 
on youth unemployment and create valuable contributors to 
society and the economy, but just as important, they arm young 
people with skills that help drive the UK’s economic engine. 

Trade apprentices make stuff, fix 
stuff and improve stuff. And in white- 
collar industries adopting the appren¬ 
ticeship model, trainees are not 
catapulted into the real world from 
classroom to office without any expe¬ 
rience of business. Just ask the appren¬ 
tices in the accounts department at 
Pimlico Plumbers. They learn more 
quickly and more effectively managing 
customer invoices alongside our expe¬ 
rienced specialists than they do work¬ 
ing from text books. 

Every business has a responsibility to support the skills de¬ 
velopment of the future workforce. The introduction of the ap¬ 
prenticeship levy in 2017 will mean that every business, no 
matter what their size, will have the chance to take on appren¬ 
tices, with the top two per cent of companies contributing to a 
fund that will help the whole country. 

Of course, that could be supplemented with my idea to trans¬ 
fer Job Seekers Allowance into a Job Achievers Allowance, 
with the benefit paid to employers to help further offset com¬ 
panies’ training costs. 

I think we are reaching a critical mass for apprenticeships. 
There is a desire from government and more and more young 
people are keen on this vocational route to a successful career. 
Business support is good, but it has to be better. Once we 
achieve that equal balance, apprenticeships will form the back¬ 
bone of the country. Perhaps this week will go some way to 
influencing those yet to see the benefits of apprenticeships. 

To my mind, the two most important areas of our lives is 
our health and our ability to lead a productive life that con¬ 
tributes to society, whether that’s as a business owner or a 
skilled employee. 

The many health awareness weeks do have a major influ¬ 
ence on our lives and, in a lot of cases, improve and even save 
lives. In terms of the business world and the economy, I would 
hope National Apprenticeship Week has a similar impact on 
improving the health of the UK workforce.

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Millions ‘too 
scared to use 
Night Tube’ 
says report

A DAMNING report on 
passengers’ safety on the 
Night Tube has revealed 
that millions of Londoners 
will be too scared to use it 
because of fears of getting 
attacked by sex pests and 
rowdy drunks. 

The report by the London As¬ 
sembly’s Police and Crime 
Committee has also unearthed a 
Transport for London study 
which predicts that the number 
of attacks will rise when the 
late-night Underground service 
begins. 

The report reveals that the 
number of violent and sex as¬ 
saults on London transport serv¬ 
ices is already running at almost 
10,000 a year and the crime 
committee has expressed deep 
concern that 38 per cent of Lon¬ 
doners fear that they will not be 
safe on the “Fright Tube”. 

Although British Transport 
Police say they will be putting 
100 officers on patrol when the 
new night service begins, the re¬ 
port highlights the worry that as 
they will be policing 144 sta¬ 
tions, that only provides 0.7 per 
cent of a policeman to every sta¬ 
tion. Most worrying is the dis¬ 
covery that although police and 
TfL have made assurances that 
the Night Tube will be safe, an 
internal TfL report says that it 
will not be. 

“We understand that TfL’s in¬ 
ternal risk assessment states that 
sexual offences and other crimes 
are likely to increase when the 
Night Tube is introduced,” 
claims the crime report. “TfL 
predicts that anti-social behav¬ 
iour will rise, causing ‘high 
crime levels’ and a ‘rowdy envi¬ 
ronment’ .” 

The committee is concerned 
that huge numbers of Londoners 
are already too scared to use the 
Tube and buses at night because 
of the rise in the number of at¬ 
tacks. The report reveals that in 
2014-15 there were 8,367 
recorded violent attacks on the 
buses and trains, an average of 
23 a day. 


In the same year, the latest for 
which figures are available, 
there were 1,251 recorded sex 
attacks on buses and the Tube, 
an average of 24 a week. 

The report states that al¬ 
though overall crime - including 
robbery, fraud, and drugs use - 
on public transport has fallen, 
“violent assaults and sexual of¬ 
fences have increased”. 

It adds: “The Night Tube is 
due to start running in the near 
future. A recent survey showed 
that 38 per cent of Londoners 
say they would feel unsafe tak¬ 
ing the Tube late on a Friday and 
Saturday.” 

The crime committee found 
that irrespective of whether 
crime figures are up or down, 
the perception of many people 
is that late-night London trans¬ 
port is dangerous and frighten¬ 
ing. 

“Fear of crime on public 
transport is as much of a prob¬ 
lem as crime itself. We found 
that there is no direct correlation 
between reported crime levels 
and fear of crime. Passengers 
often perceive their risk of crime 
to be higher than official crime 
statistics indicate,” says the re¬ 
port. 

Of particular concern to the 
crime committee is the rise in 
the number of sex attacks on 
London buses, which increased 
from 483 recorded offences in 
2012-13 to 684 in 2014-15. The 
committee is unhappy that bus 
staff have not been trained to 
spot and deal with sex abuse - 
and that bus companies say the 
earliest they can give the train¬ 
ing will be next year. 

“Sarah Green, End Violence 
Against Women, highlighted to 
us the significance of the train¬ 
ing that has been delivered to 
frontline transport workers 
about what constitutes un¬ 
wanted sexual behaviour. 

“However, we were informed 
that bus contractors have not re¬ 
ceived this training. Recognis¬ 
ing that this is a concern, TfL 
told us that it has done a ‘num¬ 
ber of activities with the bus op¬ 
erators and the bus drivers’ and 
that next year it is ‘revamping 
bus driver training and will 


work with the bus drivers di¬ 
rectly to make them aware of 
how to deal with unwanted sex¬ 
ual behaviour and respond ap¬ 
propriately.’ 

“The committee believes it is 
vital that bus drivers receive ad¬ 
equate training in responding to 
unwanted sexual behaviour as a 
matter of urgency.” 

Despite the efforts of the Met, 
British Transport Police, TfL 
and the City of London Police to 
work together to reduce crime 
on public transport, they do not 
have the confidence of London¬ 
ers and consequently many 
crimes are going unreported, it 
is claimed. 

“Despite this positive partner¬ 
ship working, and falls in 
recorded crime, perception of 
the police and TfL’s response to 
crime and anti-social behaviour 
has declined marginally year on 
year for all modes of transport. 
This is a concern,” the report 
states. 

“While partners are making 
positive strides in tackling crime 
on the transport network, a large 
proportion of crime and anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour on public trans¬ 
port is not reported. This may be 
due to a reluctance to delay a 
journey, the absence of someone 
to report to, the belief that the 
report will not be taken seri¬ 
ously, or a lack of confidence 
that the offender will be caught. 

“We were told that in Lon¬ 
don, in particular, ‘there is also 
a low level of confidence in the 
ability of the police to process 
complaints and apprehend of¬ 
fenders, which further depresses 
the recording of crime and the 
efficient identification and treat¬ 
ment of offenders’.” 

The report adds: “Reporting 
disability hate crime is a partic¬ 
ular concern. We heard from 
People First that disability hate 
crime statistics on public trans¬ 
port are unreliable and that more 
needs to be done to get the po¬ 
lice to take incidents of hate 
crime seriously, as well as mak¬ 
ing it easy for disabled people 
and those with learning difficul¬ 
ties to report. 

“However, the group also told 
us that ‘even if people with 
learning difficulties have the 
confidence to report hate 
crimes, nothing happens after¬ 
wards so people think that there 
is no point in reporting.’ 

“We heard that even though 
official statistics do not show 
very high levels of crime on the 
public transport network, these 
do not accurately represent the 


total level of crime occurring - 
they ‘play only a part of that par¬ 
ticular challenge and there are lots 
of issues of unreported crime and 
general concerns about disorder, 
threat and all of those things that 
do not necessarily appear in the 
crime statistics but are concerning 
many people who are using the 
system.’ 

“We heard that in order to con¬ 
tinue to tackle crime levels more 
must be done to increase reporting 
on public transport. Rachel Grif¬ 
fin of the Suzy Lamplugh Trust 
told us that ‘knowing that some¬ 
thing will be done about it and 
having the confidence to report 


has to rely on a victim of crime’s 
belief that they will have a sym¬ 
pathetic, empathetic and trained 
response. Something that was 
communicating that back to peo¬ 
ple who felt embarrassed, unsure 
or unconfident about reporting a 
crime would also be quite valu¬ 
able.’ 

“London Travel Watch also told 
us that many passengers assume 
that it is not worth reporting crime 
and anti-social behaviour because 
they doubt the authorities are in¬ 
terested or that action will be 
taken. Both the Met and BTP 
agree that ‘much more should be 
done to encourage people to re¬ 


port serious anti-social behaviour 
because it is obviously a nui¬ 
sance.’” 

Commenting on the report, 
Steve Griffiths, London Under¬ 
ground’s Chief Operating Officer, 
said: “The Night Tube will trans¬ 
form journeys for millions of peo¬ 
ple across London, boosting jobs 
and helping maintain London as a 
vibrant and exciting place to live, 
work and visit. Safety and secu¬ 
rity of our customers and staff re¬ 
mains our top priority. 

“Crime on our network is at a 
record low for the ninth consecu¬ 
tive year, having fallen by over 12 
per cent in the last year alone, and 
is one of the safest in the world. 
We will continue to work with the 
police and have more than 100 
police officers on duty each night 
to keep people safe and secure.” 

He added: “When we introduce 
the Night Tube, all stations will 
remain staffed and controlled at 
all times when services are run¬ 
ning and our hundreds of staff will 
be backed by a Police presence. 

“These BTP officers will be pa¬ 
trolling the 144 stations that will 
be open throughout the night each 
weekend when Night Tube serv¬ 
ices begin, increasing the level of 
presence at each station compared 
to existing operating hours. 

“There are currently around 
700 uniformed British Transport 
Police personnel on the Tube and 
DLR, part of the 2,500 strong 
group of officers who work across 
the TfL transport network keeping 
customers safe. 

“The Underground network is 
also covered by our extensive net¬ 
work of 12,000 CCTV cameras.”

SPRING has officially sprung 
at Hyde Park Pre Prep and 
Preparatory Schools, as stu¬ 
dents adopt and raise a family 
of baby chickens. 

Based on Elvaston Place in 
South Kensington and Con¬ 
naught Village in Hyde Park, 
the schools joined forces with 
Living Eggs - an educational 
organisation which aims to 
teach children about caring for 
animals, the natural life cycle 
and where food originates - to 
adopt 10 unhatched Rhode Is¬ 
land Red chicken eggs at both 
sites. 

After arriving at the school 
last week in a specially de¬ 
signed incubator, students were 
shown how to check the eggs’ 
electronic thermostat in order 
to maintain the ideal tempera¬ 
ture for a high hatch rate. They 
were also taught about the life 
cycle and embryotic develop¬ 
ment of the chicks ahead of 
them hatching at the school. 

Webcam feeds and social 
media updates meant parents 
and students could view the in¬ 
cubator and monitor for 
any births, and students 
were able to regularly 
visit the incubator 
throughout the day in be¬ 
tween themed lessons 
around nature and ani¬ 
mals. 

During the course of the 
week, all 20 chicks suc¬ 
cessfully hatched and stu¬ 
dents were then able to 
create a ‘brooder box’ com¬ 
plete with a heat light, bed¬ 
ding, food and water. After 
living at the school for two 
weeks, the chicks will then 
be fully adopted by pupils’ 
families. 

Hyde Park School has also 
launched a fish amphibian tank 
where pupils are able to see 
baby newts hatch, and will be 
introducing a butterfly garden

over the summer months. 

Hyde Park School Head¬ 
mistress Hilary Wyatt said: “As 
a child, I grew up with all sorts 
of animals and have seen first- 


ity towards living things and 
develops an awareness of the 
need to care for the natural 
world. 

“All too often, schools can 
get stuck in a rut when it 
comes to teaching - at Hyde 
Park School we strive to 
move away from clinical ed¬ 
ucation and instead immerse 
our students as much as pos¬ 
sible into nature. 

“Getting out of the class¬ 
room and experiencing new 
things can be incredibly stimu¬ 
lating, and having partnered 
with Living Eggs at several 


schools now, it is clear the pro¬ 
gramme is a great way to teach 
students about birth and death, 
nature and how to properly take 
care of animals.” 

Vivien Stansby from Living 
Eggs, added: “Chickens hatch¬ 
ing in the classroom is an excit¬ 
ing and inspiring project for 
children and adults alike.

It’s official (well, sort of) - we’re the 
best city in Europe if not the world

LONDON is Europe’s 
most economically power¬ 
ful city but must position 
itself to succeed in a 
changing and growing 
global economy, according 
to a major new report pub¬ 
lished by the Mayor of 
London. 

London: The Global Power¬ 
house provides a data-rich 
analysis of the capital’s com¬ 
petitive position. It outlines 
how London ranks against 
other global cities and high¬ 
lights the challenges and oppor¬ 
tunities that it faces. 

The report investigates the 
city’s position in the global 
economy on a range of indica¬ 
tors and measures, including

competitiveness, foreign in¬ 
vestment, tourism, a destination 
for global company headquar¬ 
ters and major sporting events. 
It concludes that London out¬ 
strips Paris as Europe’s leading 
global city due to its business- 
friendly approach and puts the 
city on an equal footing with 
New York on many measures. 

While 20 years ago, Lon¬ 
don’s economy was dominated 
by financial services, the report 
showcases the range of vibrant 


economic clusters that are now 
driving activity across the city. 
Although sectors such as law, 
consultancy and banking en¬ 
sure London has the highest 
number of skilled mobile jobs 
of any city in the world, includ¬ 
ing New York, the capital is 
now also home to emerging 
clusters that offer huge poten¬ 
tial in life sciences and finan¬ 
cial technology. 

The report has been written 
for Boris Johnson by his chief 
economist Dr Gerard Lyons. 

Mr Johnson said: “London is 
a truly colossal commercial and 
economic dynamo, driving job 
creation across the country and 
acting as a magnet for invest¬ 
ment and opportunity. This re¬ 
port proves that London is 
leading the way as Europe’s 
leading city and highlights 
some of the factors that will de¬ 


termine its future success.” 

The city faces a number of 
challenges that will determine 
its future success, including the 
impact of globalisation, accord¬ 
ing to the report. It argues that 
the world economy is changing 
dramatically, with the emer¬ 
gence of new economic forces 
such as China and India, who 
pose both an opportunity and a 
threat to London’s dominance. 
The report states that London 
needs to play to its economic 
strengths and ensure it posi¬ 
tions itself to succeed and pros¬ 
per in this changing and 
growing global economy. 

The report also argues that 
the future economic and finan¬ 
cial success of London is not 
reliant on whether the UK is in 
the European Union or not. It 
echoes the sentiments of The 
Europe Report: A win-win situ¬ 


ation, which was published by 
the mayor in 2014 and argued 
that London has nothing to fear 
from leaving the EU and would 
continue to thrive. 

At a regional level, the report 
highlights work carried out by 
the independent London Finan¬ 
cial Commission which put for¬ 
ward the case to devolve more 
spending to the capital, allow¬ 
ing it to keep the stamp duty 
raised here. The report supports 
that call but argues that rather 
than concentrating on new tax 
raising powers for cities, the 
focus should be on spending 
money more efficiently. 

Dr Lyons said: “By delving 
deep into the vast reams of data 
and surveys on global cities this 
report proves that London 
stands on an equal footing and 
beats almost all of its counter¬ 
parts worldwide.” 


Landlords are 
less confident 

THE proportion of landlords in 
central London who intend to 
sell property has quadrupled 
since last year's Budget, 
according to new research from 
the National Landlords 
Association. 

Just four percent of 
landlords in central London 
had plans to sell property when 
surveyed before last year's 
Budget. However, the figure 
has almost quadrupled, rising 
to 19 per cent, when surveyed 
in January this year. 

The 15 per cent increase in 
intention to sell property is the 
highest witnessed across the 
UK over the last six months. 

The restriction to mortgage 
interest relief for individual 
residential landlords - 
announced during last year's 
summer Budget - will leave 
many landlords worse off, 
forcing some basic rate tax 
payers into a higher tax bracket 
and leaving higher and 
additional-rate payers with 
considerably bigger tax bills. 

The NLA has labelled the 
changes the Turnover Tax, 
because landlords'tax will be 
calculated on the rental income 
they earn, rather than their 
profits. 

Richard Lambert, chief 
executive officer of the NLA, 
said:"We are seeing a loss of 
confidence across the board as 
many landlords realise they 
won't be able to remain in the 
market. If landlords follow 
through with their intentions 
over the coming months this 
could lead to a massive sale of 
property, as we have previously 
warned. However, this may not 
be a straightforward process, 
especially for those with stock 
in low demand areas. 

"We urge those considering 
selling up to think about when 
they will need to do so, and to 
plan ahead now in order to 
minimise the risk of losing 
money as a result of a failure to 
sell". 

World record, 
imagine that! 

STUDENTS and staff at London 
Business School have broken a 
new Guinness World Record for 
the most nationalities singing 
the same popular song 
simultaneously. 

More than 200 students, 
faculty and staff of 71 
nationalities from around the 
world took part in the world 
record attempt, in which they 
simultaneously sang Imagine 
by John Lennon.

AMBITIOUS plans to 
provide 24,554 new homes 
and create new neighbour¬ 
hoods across the capital 
were unveiled this week. 

London mayor Boris Johnson 
has pledged an additional 
£200million to designate an¬ 
other 11 housing zones, which 
stretch from Havering to 
Kingston and Enfield and bring 
the total number planned in 
London to 31. 

The mayor says the aim is to 
boost housing supply, stimulate 
building and produce the new 
low-cost homes London needs 
to meet its growing population. 
The 31 zones are estimated to 
deliver 77,000 new homes, of 
which 34 per cent will be af¬ 
fordable, alongside transforma¬ 
tional regeneration of key town 
centres, train station hubs and 
housing estates. 

Mr Johnson made the an¬ 
nouncement as he officially 
opened a new affordable hous¬ 
ing development in the heart of 
London’s West End. Trenchard 
House, spanning across Broad- 
wick and Hopkins Street, is a 
former derelict Metropolitan 
Police hostel, on Greater Lon¬ 
don Authority-acquired land re¬ 
leased by the mayor. The site 


has undergone a £54 million re¬ 
development to build 78 new 
homes, including 65 affordable 
one to three bedroom apart¬ 
ments. 

The affordable apartments are 
known as intermediate rent, 
with some offered at 75 per cent 
discount to market rates. Exact 
rents are based on residents’ in¬ 
comes, and many of them work 
night shifts in the theatres and 
bars surrounding Soho and will 
now be within walking distance 
of their jobs. 

The site, which had lain va¬ 
cant for almost 13 years, is one 
of the 414 hectares of land 
transferred to the mayor with 
every surplus site owned by 
City Hall now released for de¬ 
velopment. The intermediate 
homes are part of the 100,000 
affordable homes the mayor is 
on track to deliver by the end of 
his term. 

Mr Johnson said: “Meeting 
the unprecedented demand for 
housing after 30 years of his¬ 
toric failure to build new homes 
is a critical issue affecting the 
capital. That is why I have led 
an enormous programme of re¬ 
generation with my 31 housing 
zones that will transform com¬ 
munities across London, creat¬ 
ing nearly 80,000 new homes, 
plus new transport hubs and 
schools. 

“This fantastic new housing 


development in the heart of the 
West End is delivering a lifeline 
to hard working local people 
who were priced out of Soho 
and desperate to reside nearby 
their places of work. These 


apartments are just some of the 
100,000 new affordable homes 
being delivered over my two 
mayoral terms. This site forms 
part of more than 400 hectares 
of developable land the GLA in¬ 


herited and which I have now 
released every inch of, to ensure 
as many homes as possible are 
built throughout London.” 

Dolphin Living have part¬ 
nered with Barratt Homes to 
provide the development and 
have worked with Westminster 
Council to ensure that the inter¬ 
mediate rent homes are priori¬ 
tised for local people on housing 
waiting lists. The lower rents 
mean that people earning the 
London living wage can rent 
properties (minimum annual in¬ 
comes of £24,000). Some three 
bedroom apartments (with a rent 
of £202 per week) represent a 
75 per cent discount from local 
market rents. 

Jon Gooding, chief executive 
of Dolphin Living, said: “We all 
recognise that there is a growing 
disconnect between wages 
within central London, and mar¬ 
ket rent, and we at Dolphin 
think it is crucial that we con¬ 
tinue to provide good quality 
rental accommodation for those 
workers who keep this city 
alive. 

“It is for this reason that 
we’ve sought to ensure that we 
have new homes to rent at dis¬ 
counts of up to 75 per cent of 
the market rate, and ones that 
will be affordable for couples 
earning the new national living 
wage. 

“This scheme has been a fan¬ 


tastic opportunity for Dolphin 
Living to deliver genuinely af¬ 
fordable housing for working 
people, on a site formerly 
owned by the public sector, 
which had lain dormant for 
years in one of London’s most 
high profile cultural and social 
quarters. 

“Number 2 Hopkins Street 
provides a rare, but a fantastic 
opportunity for those working 
in, and around the area of Soho 
to reside here as well.” 

One new resident who has 
just moved in with her partner, 
said: “We couldn’t be more 
pleased as we are now both a 
few minutes’ walk from work 
and feel extremely lucky to have 
found such a lovely, spacious 
flat in the middle of Soho which 
despite the extraordinary prices 
of the local housing market, is 
actually affordable for us.” 

The mayor’s office said: “As 
part of the mayor’s commitment 
to double housebuilding, Lon¬ 
don’s housing zones will unlock 
massive regeneration on hun¬ 
dreds of hectares of brownfield 
land across the capital. The spe¬ 
cial status has been awarded to 
areas identified and packaged 
up by local authorities. It re¬ 
moves all unnecessary planning 
restrictions, combined with the 
funds to maximise develop¬ 
ment, and fast track homes and 
supporting infrastructure.”

MORE than 100 people 
punched in to jab and hook 
when a new Westway Trust 
project to bring boxing to North 
Kensington began last week. 

British Lionhearts in the 
Community, a project to en¬ 
gage London communities in 
non-contact boxing activities, 
spent an afternoon giving free 
lessons under the market 
canopy at Portobello Green. 

Currently there is only one 
amateur boxing club in the 
Royal Borough of Kensington 
and Chelsea but British Lion- 
hearts’ free coaching proved so 
popular with men and women 
of all ages that now the sessions 
are to become a regular event. 

The organisation also ran 
sessions at Kensington Leisure 
Centre and at Sion-Manning 
Catholic Girls School, where 


Natasha Jonas, the first British 
woman to ever box at the 
Olympics met the pupils. 

“British Lionhearts in the 
Community and Westway Trust 
will now be working together 
to bring the non-contact boxing 
sessions to Westway sports and 
fitness centres on a regular 
basis,” said a Trust spokesman. 

Richard Powers, from 
British Lionhearts in the Com¬ 
munity, said: “We think there’s 
a huge demand for non-contact 
boxing sessions from all ages 
and types of people. At other 
sessions we’ve had three gen¬ 
erations of women from the 
same family coming along. 
We’re looking forward to 
working with Westway Trust in 
the future to bring more ama¬ 
teur boxing to the borough.” 

One resident, Christina, who 


took part in one of the sessions, 
said: “I had a great time box¬ 
ing, I never thought it could be 
so much fun and tiring. New re¬ 
spect for those boxers out 
there! I feel like I’ve had a full 
body workout. I’d definitely 
recommend it to anyone.” 

Stephen Wren, director of 
sport at Westway Trust, added: 
“It was great to see so many 
people getting active and trying 
a new sport. Westway Trust is 
committed to creating more op¬ 
portunities for people to be 
more active, particularly those 
who might normally miss out 
like older and younger people. 

“I hope that by working with 
great organisations like British 
Lionhearts in the Community 
we can open up more ways for 
people to get active under and 
around the Westway.”

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I N recent weeks I’ve 
used this space to talk 
about the big picture 
of what Westway Trust 
aims to do - stimulate en¬ 
terprise and economic vi¬ 
tality, support health and 
wellbeing, champion 
local arts, heritage and 
community activity, and 
contribute to environ¬ 
mental improvements 
and to seek your input into 
how we go about partner¬ 
ing with the local commu¬ 
nity to achieve these aims. 

This week I want to talk 
about the project that’s had the 
working title of ‘Portobello 
Village’ and how we’re work¬ 
ing with local residents, market 
traders, business owners, com¬ 
munity groups and charities to 
make big improvements to this 
part of the estate for the benefit 
of North Kensington. 

The area of the Westway es¬ 
tate that sits either side of Por¬ 
tobello Road and includes the 
vintage market, the covered 
shopping arcade, Portobello 
Green, Acklam Village, a small 
car park and various shops and 
restaurants is one of the most 
recognisable parts of the estate. 

It’s a key part of keeping the 
area vibrant and when the 
traders and retailers that help 
give it so much life told us that 
their businesses were strug¬ 
gling and the area needed work 
to bring it to life we wanted to 
respond. 

We spent a long time con¬ 
sulting those who would be af¬ 
fected and developing 
proposals to share with the 
community. 

Many of you will remember 
the initial drawings that we 
published and the response to 
them. There were significant 
criticisms of those early ideas 
and how they were communi¬ 
cated so we took a step back 
and listened again. 

The message that came 
through loud and clear was that 
people valued the area and 
wanted it protected and that 
doing nothing and letting it 
slowly decline as visitor num¬ 
bers dropped and businesses 
regularly changed hands was 
not an option. 

Your number one concern 
when we started this process 
was the continued presence of 
the vintage market so we plan 
to add more facilities for the 
traders and introduce measures 
to increase the number of peo¬ 
ple visiting the market. 

The passion for more arts 
and community activities in the 
area also sung out in your feed¬

back so we’ve added two new 
flexible spaces that will be able 
to serve the needs of many dif¬ 
ferent parts of the community. 
Equally we know that the open 
spaces aren’t as welcoming as 
they should be, with few peo¬ 
ple choosing to dwell for long 
in the Portobello Green park, 
so we are creating plans to 
open that up and bring more 
activity to that vital green 
space. 

We also want to improve the 
public realm more generally in 
the area to create more open, 
better quality public spaces 
that can support trade and ac¬ 
tivities. 

Throughout the process 
we’ve continued to meet with 
local community groups and 
activists to seek their input. 
We’re also in regular conversa¬ 
tion with the Royal Borough 
and Transport for London to 
make them aware what the 
community wants and ensure 
their support for what we’re 
proposing. Before we finalise 
the next stage of proposals and 
ask for feedback on them from 
the community we are con¬ 
ducting another round of con¬ 
versations with local residents. 

Members of my team will be 


going door to door in the area 
around the Westway to check 
that we’ve understood your 
feedback correctly, that the 
principles of what we are pro¬ 
posing are in-line with commu¬ 
nity priorities, and to ask what 
people want to see realised in 
the new cultural and commu¬ 
nity spaces. 

The guiding principles 
we’ve distilled from this con¬ 
sultation process have had a 
positive response amongst 
many local groups. In recent 
weeks we’ve provided updates 
to the Market Streets Action 
Group and to our member or¬ 
ganisations - and their re¬ 
sponses have been 
encouraging, with some really 
constructive further feedback. 

So I’m confident that as we 
knock on nearly 2,000 doors in 
the coming weeks we’re head¬ 
ing the right direction, and I 
look forward to hearing what 
you think. 

If we don’t manage to speak 
to you at home or reach you di¬ 
rectly another way that doesn’t 
mean we don’t want to hear 
from you.

Green hopeful pledges to protect arts 


SIAN Berry, the Green Party 
candidate for Mayor of Lon¬ 
don, is promising to rewrite 
London’s planning rules to 
protect fringe and other arts 
venues. 

If she is elected mayor she 
will also set up a register of 
spaces in empty buildings to 
provide a home for arts and 
cultural organisations under 
threat from property specula¬ 
tion. 

And she will boost small arts 
organisations and emerging 


artists with new advertising 
policies on London’s transport 
network. These will include a 
requirement that digital adver¬ 
tising space in Tube stations is 
dedicated to art projects for 
one minute every hour. 

She said: “The West End 
and major players such as the 
Royal Opera House continue to 
earn global admiration. But de¬ 
spite great initiatives such as 
live streaming to cinemas, 
those venues remain largely 
off-limits to most Londoners. 


“For people on ordinary in¬ 
comes, the premises that mat¬ 
ter more are fringe theatres, 
music venues and local arts 
centres - many of which are 
currently battling to stay open 
in the face of rising rents or 
predatory property developers. 
This squeeze is in danger of the 
stifling the grassroots creativity 
for which London has been 
justly renowned for genera¬ 
tions. We have to think about 
values other than profit in this 
great capital of ours.”

Pharmacists warn against NHS cuts

PATIENTS may be unable 
to access essential health¬ 
care services if pharmacy 
funding is slashed in the 
latest wave of NHS cut¬ 
backs, west London 
chemists have warned. 

Pharmacy owners said some 
outlets were facing closure and 
others could lay off medical 
staff as a result of plans to save 
£170 million. 

Almost 1,000 visitors to the 
Elephant & Castle shopping 
centre in South London signed 
a petition launched by the Na¬ 
tional Pharmacy Association 
against the proposals. 

Now west London’s pharma¬ 
ceutical community is seeking 
to rally public support behind 
the campaign. 

Chris Soteriou, owner of DR 
Evans Pharmacy in Notting 
Hill, said he was concerned 
about cuts to the payments 
pharmacies receive to subsidise 
the cost of dispensing prescrip¬ 
tions. 

“Once you have cut all the 
dispensing payments, pharma¬ 
cies will be unviable,” he said. 

Mr Soteriou has run the 
pharmacy in Elgin Crescent 
since 1989 and has written to 
local MP Victoria Borwick and 
Kensington and Chelsea coun¬ 
cillors to seek support in de¬ 
fending the business from cuts. 

He warned against the possi¬ 
bility of moving the work of 
dispensing prescriptions to cen¬ 
tralised ‘hubs’, which could 
lead to vulnerable patients fac¬ 
ing longer journeys. 

“I think it will put people’s 
health at great risk because 
some people are totally reliant 
on us to pick up their medicines 
from their local pharmacy,” he 
added. 

“We deliver to patients, we 
request medicines for them, we 
chase up doctors. There is a lot

of work that we do which goes 
unnoticed and will only be re¬ 
alised once we are gone.” 

The Department of Health 
has revealed plans to cut fund¬ 
ing for independent pharmacies 
from £2.8 billion to £2.63 bil¬ 
lion a year. 


The announcement has 
sparked warnings that some 
pharmacies will be forced to 
close or offer a reduced service. 

Sailesh Pindolia, owner of 
the Bush Pharmacy in Shep¬ 
herd’s Bush, said the plans to 
cut funding would “make a bad 
situation worse”. 

He added: “For the bigger 
multiples, it does not mean that 
much - they will absorb the 
costs. But for small independ¬ 
ents it means possible closure. 

“One problem is that phar¬ 
macies will lose money but 
more importantly patients are 
going to lose out. 

“[The Department of Health] 
is trying to reduce waiting 
times by sending patients to us 
but we will not have time for 
them. The problem they are try¬ 
ing to fix, they are only going 
to make worse.” 

The NPA joined forces with 
the British Pharmaceutical Stu¬ 
dents Association and other 
bodies to collect hundreds of 
signatures in London recently.

Medics pioneer ‘wireless’ heart 
pacemakers in west London 


PATIENTS with heart problems could soon be 
fitted with "wireless" pacemakers, thanks to an 
innovative new trial at a west London health 
trust. 

Doctors at the Imperial College NHS Trust, 
which runs the Hammersmith and Charing 
Cross hospitals, said the technology 
represented a "major advancement" in 
pacemaker design that would reduce patients' 
risk of infection. 

Standard pacemakers are designed to emit 
an electrical pulse when the heart is 
beating too slowly. 

Typical models have a generator 
that is fitted in the chest with 
leads running through a 
vein into the heart. 

But experts have now 
perfected a new design 
that does not require a 
generator or leads, reducing 
the risk of infections and 
speeding up recovery time. 



The Micra Transcatheter Pacing System is 
only 24 millimetres long and is implanted 
directly into the heart muscle via a vein in the 
leg. 

Two patients at the Imperial College Trust 
tested the device, which is also expected to 
reduce discomfort and 
scarring for patients. 

Imperial College 
cardiologist Dr Zachary 
Whinnett said: "Wireless 
pacemakers signify a 
major advancement in 
cardiac pacing. 

"We are helping to lead the 
way in mainstreaming these 
devices which I hope in time 
will become the standard way to 
pace people's hearts."

said it was not surprising that 
pharmacies were speaking out 
against “rash cuts being imposed 
with little notice and scant regard 
for consequences”. 

Chloe Hicks, who has been a 
customer at DR Evans for almost 
20 years, said the pharmacy had 
saved her life during a serious 
bout of depression. 

She said she relied on DR 
Evans for medicines relating to 
her kidney problems and fre¬ 


quent fits linked to a head injury. 

“Chris usually works late and 
is often still there at 8pm before 
he goes on his rounds to deliver 
to people who have not been in. 
He has been known to pick peo¬ 
ple up off the floor and call am¬ 
bulances,” she said. 

“I do not know what I would 
do without them. They patch me 
up and send me home, and they 
do that for a lot of people. 

“There have been times I have 


not wanted to go on but they 
have really kept me alive.” 

Dr Keith Ridge, chief pharma¬ 
ceutical officer at the Depart¬ 
ment of Health, said: “We must 
ensure we are efficiently allocat¬ 
ing NHS funding, and that the 
system delivers value for patients 
and the taxpayer.”

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Royal drama: 
Have BBC’s 
bosses lost 
their heads?

HELL-BENT on improving 
its relations with Kensing¬ 
ton Palace, the BBC is 
poised to go a funny way 
about it by commissioning a 
new drama in which The 
Queen dies, Prince Charles 
abdicates, tanks are used to 
protect the royal family 
against rioters as Prince 
Harry is drawn into a sex 
scandal and the Duchess of 
Cambridge is painted as an 
effing and blinding Lady 
Macbeth. 

After seeing the contracts to 
cover many royal events 
awarded to rivals ITV - includ¬ 
ing the recent Prince’s Trust an¬ 
niversary film, The Queen’s 90th 
birthday party at Windsor and a 
special coming documentary in 
which the Duchess of Cambridge 
gives an exclusive interview 
about living with her mother-in- 
law - the BBC is set to not ex¬ 
actly improve its standing at the 
palace with a television adapta¬ 
tion of the controversial play 
King Charles III. 

That the play depicts Duchess 
Kate as a poisonously-ambitious 


and foul-mouthed schemer is not 
expected to help much. 

King Charles III has been 
well-known to theatre-goers 
since it premiered at the Almeida 
Theatre two years ago. 

Although it was praised highly 
by the critics, The Daily Tele¬ 
graph s Charles Spencer noted, 
“I would deferentially suggest 
that the Prince of Wales gives it 
a miss”. 

But there is a big difference 
between a production for the the¬ 
atre and the same adapted for tel¬ 
evision and the palace may be 
dismayed that the provocative 
and contentious drama is to be 
now revealed to millions with a 
new version for BBC2. 

The new drama was an¬ 
nounced by Charlotte Moore, 
BBC Controller of TV channels, 
who noted that “risk taking, in¬ 
novation and originality has to 
apply to everything we make”. 

There is certainly no absence 
of risk in the BBC’s commis¬ 
sioning, indeed it could even 
lead to a writ. 

When the play first went on in 
the West End, the Daily Mail s 
theatre critic Quentin Letts 
noted: “By the end, Kate is 
snarlingly ‘vile and nasty’ — as 
nakedly greedy for royal power 
as one of Lear’s bad daughters. 
Traditionally, royals don’t sue, 


but if a theatre tried to portray 
any other living person in such a 
light, it might well find itself on 
the sharp end of a defamation ac¬ 
tion.” 

The royals will not be por¬ 
trayed at their best in the produc¬ 
tion, which includes scenes of 
Prince Harry going on all-night 
benders to clubs and a kebab 
house after falling for a republi¬ 
can girl, the Duchess of Corn¬ 
wall slapping Prince William 
during a row, and Kate dropping 
the f-bomb as she fights dirty to 
preserve the sovereign 
birthrights of her husband and 
son. 

The drama centres on Charles 
clashing with the Government 
after he refuses to sign a Bill that 
would limit the freedom of the 
press. When the Prime Minister 
reacts by threatening new laws 
clipping the royals’ wings, 
Charles dissolves Parliament, 
causing riots in the streets of 
London as tanks and armed 
guards are lined up to defend 
Buckingham Palace. 

As civil war looms, Kate 
stiches up Charles in a secret, 
William-promoting deal with 
politicians that drives the king to 
fury, making him abdicate and 
leaving the throne for his son. 

Happy families it is not and 
one shouldn’t imagine that the 
BBC will win too many royal ex¬ 
clusives after it is screened later 
this year. 

Although the play’s creator 
Mike Bartlett is very happy 
about the sensitive screening. 

“I’m so excited to bring King 
Charles III to BBC Two. The 
play has always had the ambition 
to be an ambitious, provocative, 
yet popular national story, writ¬ 
ten to explore the possibilities 
and contradictions of a figure 
and a family that we all think we 
know so well. 

“It can now reach a wider, na¬ 
tional audience,” said Mr Bartlett 
as his and Ms Moore’s chances 
of knighthoods went flying out 
of the window.

Birthday party patriotism collides with EU referendum

IS Downing Street taking a huge 
risk by setting the date for the In- 
Out, do the hokey-cokey, Euro 
vote so close to The Queen’s 
90th birthday celebrations, and 
will Her Majesty now come 
under pressure to be seen out 
wearing a beret this summer? 

Will Prince Charles be leaned 
on by Whitehall express a love of 
onions and Beaujolais? Or can a 
large number of members of 
other royal families of Europe be 
expected to “just happen” to pop 
over to London in the spring and 
early summer, ostensibly to wish 
Her Majesty many happy re¬ 
turns? 

If the huge crowds and cele¬ 
brations for The Queen’s golden 
and diamond jubilees are an in¬ 
dicator, No 10 may have dropped 
a clanger by calling for the vote 
to be held on June 23, less than a 
fortnight after the nation cele¬ 
brates Her Majesty’s birthday. 

This is because such royal an¬ 
niversaries have historically 
stoked up proud feelings of 
Britishness and analysts are won¬ 
dering whether a hangover from 
the national partying scheduled 
for June 10 to 12 may leave us 
feeling more nationalistic than 


internationalistic, and therefore 
more likely to vote No to staying 
in Europe. 

Anyone who was in the mas¬ 
sive crowds in the Mall for the 
jubilee events of 2002 and 2112 
will remember that there weren’t 
a lot of European flags getting 
waved in the sea of Union ban¬ 
ners and if a similar pride of 
Britain overwhelms us this year, 
the Brexit that Downing Street 
fears could become a reality. 

Although both No 10 and 
Buckingham Palace insist that 


The Queen will remain strictly 
neutral in the matter of Europe, 
those of us with bells on the 
other one do not underestimate 
the importance to both sides of 
even the slightest indication of 
Her Majesty’s private view, espe¬ 
cially as the level of political ar¬ 
gument about Europe has 
descended to the level of “you 
smell because you do”. 

However, following the polit¬ 
ical row in 2014 which followed 
The Queen’s alleged comment 
that the Scots needed to “think 


very carefully” about independ¬ 
ence and the recent disquiet over 
Prince William’s reported sig¬ 
nalling in favour of Europe, let 
alone the current ruck with The 
Sun over the claim that Her 
Majesty is taking carpentry les¬ 
sons in order to construct a ‘frogs 
out’ barricade at the Palace, or 
some such, the spin doctors will 
want to resist any overt signs of 
favouritism by the royal family, 
like the Duke of Edinburgh 
wearing lederhosen for the 
Trooping of the Colour. 


Royal watchers suspect that 
Downing Street will instead try 
to encourage more subtle dis¬ 
plays of royal European unity. 
For instance, a planned State 
Visit to London by Spain’s glam¬ 
orous King Felipe and Queen 
Letizia was due to happen 
around now but it was postponed 
because of political difficulties at 
home in Madrid. It may be more 
advantageous for the In cam¬ 
paign if the visit is rearranged for 
some time between May and 
June when the 90th birthday fer¬ 
vour is in full swing. Similarly, it 
would not astonish those who 
doubt that the In-Out battle will 
be fought on an even playing 
field if the royal families of Bel¬ 
gium, Denmark, Sweden and the 
Netherlands were highly-visibly 
seen to visit London laden with 
birthday prezzies. 

Those of an especially-suspi- 
cious nature might equally not be 
astonished if, as a for instance of 
the sort of smoke and mirrors PR 
which is expected to come into 
play, the unbelievably-glam- 
orous Princess Charlotte of 
Monaco also may just happen to 
be in town to pay her respects. 

It would not take a genius pub¬ 


licist to imagine the huge pro- 
Euro news coverage which could 
be gained if William, Kate and 
Harry were to take Gucci model 
Charlotte, the stunning daughter 
of Princess Caroline, out on the 
town with her comedian partner 
Gad Elmaleh, perhaps with the 
Windsors’ much removed and 
dashing cousins Prince Nikolaos 
and Princess Tatiana of Greece 
and Denmark in tow, to cement a 
winning impression of Europe’s 
most glamorous young royals 
united. 

Such a PR tactic could prove 
more advantageous for the In 
brigade than the subtle-as-a-mal- 
let stunt seemingly dreamt up by 
the Foreign Office last year, 
when everyone including Blind 
Pew spotted the ostensible inter¬ 
vention of Government policy in 
The Queen’s speech during her 
visit to Germany, when she an¬ 
nounced to a banquet in Berlin 
the “division in Europe is dan¬ 
gerous”, a claim which of course 
had nothing whatsoever to do 
with Downing Street. 

One can hear the late-night 
brainstorming already: “Now 
Kate in lederhosen, that’d 
work...” 
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Ascot treat 
is a racing 
certainty 

AS one of the world's most 
prestigious horse races, the 
Ascot Gold Cup, is [sort-of] 
renamed in honour of Her 
Majesty's 90th birthday, hopes 
are riding high that this year 
The Queen will at long last be 
crowned with a Derby winner. 

But such a win could be a 
disaster for the bookies, who 
currently face the prospect of 
one of their biggest pay-outs of 
Her Majesty's entire reign if she 
enters one of the horses in the 
field for the race she has yet to 
conquer. 

As one of the most successful 
racehorse owners in history,The 
Queen has won more than 
1,600 races, including every one 
of the five British Classic Races, 
with the exception of the 
Epsom Derby. 

The closest she has come to 
winning the great classic was in 
her coronation year, 1953, when 
her horse Aureole finished 
second to Pinza. 

But now punters are hoping 
that this could be Her Majesty's 
big year at the Derby, a 
prospect that could unnerve 
the bookies. 

"It would of course be 
entirely fitting if one of The 
Queen's horses won the Derby 
in this of all years, but the very 
thought of that could terrify the 
bookies because if she puts in a 
horse half of the nation will 
back it as a birthday nod to Her 
Majesty,"said a tipster. 

"Racing is the great joy of Her 
Majesty's life and a Derby

From bad to verse: will 
the national anthem 
be sentenced to death?

AS Labour MP Toby 
Perkins vows to continue 
his campaign for God Save 
The Queen to be ditched as 
England’s national anthem, 
there is talk that a compro¬ 
mise re-write could be in 
store - with a re-wording of 
the second verse which 
even some royals think is a 
bit uh-oh. 

Prince Charles has admitted 
that the words to the contentious 
second verse are somewhat 
dodgy, a feeling shared by his 
grandfather. 

Royal biographer Alan 
Michie revealed that when the 
first General Assembly of the 
UN was held in London in Jan¬ 
uary 1946, in honour of the oc¬ 
casion King George VI “ordered 
that the belligerent imperious 
second stanza of God Save the 
King to be rewritten to bring it 
more into the spirit of the broth¬ 


erhood of nations.” But 70 years 
on and a re-write has still yet to 
be arranged. Consequently 
those who are uneasy about the 
wording still have to endure the 
possibility that enthusiastic 
monarchists may take occasions 
like Her Majesty’s forthcoming 
90th birthday as a good reason 
to embarrassingly lurch into the 
little-sung second verse which 
bullishly casts republicans like 
Jeremy Corbyn as unscrupu¬ 
lous. 

O Lord our God arise, 
Scatter her enemies, 

And make them fall: 
Confound their politics, 
Frustrate their knavish tricks, 
On Thee our hopes we fix: 
God save us all. 

However, critics of the of¬ 
fending stanza - described by 
Prince Charles on the occasion 
of his mother’s Golden Jubilee 
as “the politically-incorrect sec¬ 
ond verse” - should perhaps 
consider themselves fortunate 
that the nation no longer sings 


alternative verses which used to 
be popular. 

One such was the verse 
penned in 1745 on the eve of 
Field Marshal George Wade’s 
move to put down the Jacobite 
uprising and demolish 
Hadrian’s wall. Although the 
lyrics were still in print up until 
1926, we can imagine the out¬ 
rage they could cause if sung 
today: 

Lord, grant that Marshal 
Wade, 

May by thy mighty aid, 

Victory bring. 

May he sedition hush, 

and like a torrent rush, 

Rebellious Scots to crush, 

God save the King. 

We can also imagine the fit 
that it would cause in Whitehall 
if tradition was so pedantically 
invoked as to include another 
verse that was added around 
that time, the one that damns the 
clergy as dishonest too: 

From France and Pretender 


Great Britain defend her, 
Foes let them fall; 

From foreign slavery, 

Priests and their knavery, 
And Popish Reverie, 

God save us all. 

Although Mr Perkins’ Bill 
was talked out of any chance of 
debate in Parliament recently, 
the Member for Chesterfield 
says his fight will go on, insist¬ 
ing that a move to drop God 
Save The Queen is not about 
undermining the monarchy. 

“I’m sure the monarchy is as 
aware as the rest of us that the 
issues of Britishness are quite 
sensitive,” says the campaign¬ 
ing MP, “if England is being 
seen by the other home nations 
as having procured what is the 
British national anthem, that is 
potentially very damaging.” 

However, the smart money is 
running on God Save The 
Queen remaining the national 
anthem but that it will be 
tweaked to remove mention of 
knavery when Charles becomes 
king.

F IFTY years after he led England 
to the greatest victory since the 
Second World War, the national 
treasure of all national treasures, 
Bobby Moore, is to have his glorious 
and brave personal story told on 
television at last. 

ITV is to make Tina And Bobby, a

A few words on Sir George 

Martin, a musical visionary, a 
lovely bloke and the greatest 
gentleman of rock and roll. 

As everyone knows, it was George 
who insisted that The Beatles 
speeded up Please Please Me, the 
song that they had originally written 
as a Roy Orbison-style blues, and in 
doing so gave the single that 
infectious spirit which propelled the 
band to their first UK No 1, their first 
Top 40 hit in America and thereby 
changed the sound of music forever. 

Lesser known is the true story that 
it was in part George’s big heart that 
gave The Beatles their earlier and 
first hit with Love Me Do, after he 
backed off from insisting that they 
released a different song - How Do 
You Do It - because he kindly 
understood that they “didn’t want to 
be laughed at”. 

When the young scruffs from 
Liverpool first recorded with 
George at Abbey Road in 1962 
they wanted to break the mould 
of the times, which was basically 
that bands recorded professional 
writers’ songs, not their own 
material. 

In keeping with the traditional 
way, George had Mitch Murray’s 
How Do You Do It in mind for his 
new signings and suggested that 
they recorded it. 

“We listened to the demo and 
said, ‘It’s a hit, George, but we’ve got 
a song called Love Me Do,” Paul 
McCartney recalls. 

“George said, ‘I don’t think yours 
is such a big hit’. We said, ‘Yes, but it 
is to us, and it is what we’re about. 
We’re trying to be blues, we’re not 
trying to be ‘la de da de da’. We’re 
students and artsy guys, we can’t take 
that song home to Liverpool, we’ll 
get laughed at.’” 

George asked that The Beatles 
learnt up How Do You Do It anyway. 
But when they returned to Abbey 
Road and played it for him, he could 
see that they hated it. These days, 
many a top producer, let along the 
head of a record label - as George 
was at Parlophone - would make a 
band record what he wanted, 
irrespective of their disquiet. 

But no other producer is or ever

The vivacious Gemma Arter- 
ton leads the cast with an ab¬ 
solute gem of a performance as 
the cockney miss who steels the 
king’s heart but has to contend 
with the consequences of being 
seen as a second class citizen. 
The play cleverly interjects 
feminist values without them 
becoming the whole subtext of 
the plot, with Arterton’s bawdy 
and joyful Nell promoting the 
perfect amount of feminine 
guile alongside some coura¬ 
geous cheek. 

Arterton is without doubt the 
fulcrum around which every¬ 
thing else revolves but with a 
truly stellar cast of quality per¬ 
formers around her, the stage is 
at all times filled with a capti¬ 
vating and endearing style. 

David Sturzaker brings a 
very Hugh Laurie element to 
his Charles II while Greg 
Haiste, whose head is stylishly 
adorned with hosiery for much 
of the show, adds a touch of the 
pantomime dame to proceed¬ 
ings. Jay Taylor and Michael 
Garner also impress but it’s 
Michelle Dotrice who gives 
everyone a lesson in comedy 
with spectacular one liners, a 
bit of perfectly timed slapstick 
and the ability to bring the 
house down with just a side- 
wise glance. 

This was a thoroughly 
charming and enjoyable 
evening which I predict will 
leave you humming a merry 
tune and skipping with joy all 
the way home.

Lyric at its 
radical best 


A Midsummer Night's Dream Lyric Hammersmith 

***** 


I F the Lyric Hammersmith is known for one 
thing, it’s the theatre’s unique and interesting 
takes on classic works. The resident com¬ 
pany is famous for taking famous shows and 
bringing them into the modern age without al¬ 
lowing any of the original charm to be lost, 
writes Nicky Sweetland. 

This has been abundantly obvious over the last year, 
with the Olivier-nominated Bugsy Malone, the very urban 
Cinderella and the wonderfully bleak Herons all fulfilling 
the criteria. Sean Holmes and Stef O’Driscol once again 
bring a luscious dose of the obscure to the Lyric’s pro¬ 
duction of the Shakespeare comedy A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream. The play was originally performed in this 
format back in 2012 when it was cut down and made 
much more free in readiness for Latitude Festival. With 
many of the original cast reprising their roles, it is a great 
opportunity to explore the silliness and outlandishness of 
the Bard’s script with some excellently inserted modem 
verse to achieve a contemporary twist. 

With fairies, a play within the play and spells of love 
flying back and forth, this dreamy show lends itself well 
to a bonkers interpretation and with Ed Gaughan’s stand- 
up comedy you get a mirthful melodrama which is ex¬ 
ceptionally funny. The themes of the tale remain the 
same, but the setting is wonderfully fresh and any of the 
more boggy dialogue is removed or replaced with 
modem pros and improvised idioms by the cast - 
who are passionate and yet earnest about their 

_ product. 

It’s fantastic to see 
the Lyric’s youth pro¬ 
gramme once again 
providing the platform 
for some exceptional 
talent to blossom, with 
Hammed Animashaun 
making the step up 
from Bugsy Malone to 
playing the lovelorn 
Demetrius with appar¬ 
ent ease. It’s very much 
an inclusive ensemble 
performance however, 
with the musicians and 
stage crew also playing a 
big part in the action. 

On the evening on 
which I attended the cast 
conducted an enlighten¬ 
ing Q and A session with 
the audience, which was 
made up in a large part by 
students. I spoke to co-director 
O’Driscol afterwards about the 
impact of the show in this, the 
400th anniversary of Shake¬ 
speare’s death, and also about 
the Lyric’s impact on the local 
community in Hammersmith. 

She said: “What’s fantastic 
about this show is the audience

and how they respond. You get 
people from all walks of life 
and you have them laughing 
and engaging with each other. 
It’s really important that Shake¬ 


speare is made accessi¬ 
ble for people irrelevant 
of class, of age, of gen¬ 
der, of ethnicity. The au¬ 
dience is so diverse and 
we have young people 
really responding and 
really celebrating 
Shakespeare.” 

“The Lyric is defi¬ 
nitely a pillar within 
this community and 
especially with the re¬ 
development, the 
work they do and the 
audiences that come 
in. 

“They make work 
for their community, 
for families, for 
young people and for 
the elderly. The 
scheme they do, the 
free first nights is just an exam¬ 
ple of that. Anyone living in the 
local borough, gets a free ticket 
to come and see the show on 
the first night and that’s really 
important for the Lyric.”

“It’s actually extremely diffi¬ 
cult and not everyone can do it. 
The actors make it look easy 
but it takes a lot of practice and 
co-ordination. There is a huge 
amount to think about and 
that’s where I come in by teach¬ 
ing them how to use the pup¬ 
pets.” 

He says the puppets them¬ 
selves are not heavy and indeed 
are made to be really light as 
they have to be easy to

move around. But he says for 
the actors it is all about learning 
how to move in a totally new 
and unnatural way that is the 
tricky bit.

“I started out doing a children’s 
show in the 1970s called Pip¬ 
kins, which was a pre-school 
show.

G UILT is something many 
mums suffer from. In 
today's busy world, it's so 
hard to find time to do everything 
you should for your kids - includ¬ 
ing cooking from scratch.

2tbsp fresh green pesto 

Squeeze of lemon juice 

Salt and black pepper 

Preheat the oven to 200C/Gas 6 

and grease a baking tin. 

Place the chicken breasts on a 
board. Cover them with cling film, 
then bash them with a rolling pin 
until they are slightly thinner. Re¬ 
move the cling film and slice each 
breast into seven goujon-shaped 
strips. 



Cut each slice of Parma ham in 
half. Wrap each goujon in a piece 
of Parma ham, then place on the 
prepared baking tray. Drizzle over 
the honey, then roast for 10 min¬ 
utes, until cooked through and 
crisp. 

Mix together the creme fraiche, 
pesto and lemon juice and season. 
Serve hot (heated through in a 
small saucepan) or cold with the 
crisp goujons.

Salmon caviar 
potatoes 

Serves four 

1 SUGGEST that you use medium-sized baking 
potatoes for this dish (ideally weighing about 
200g). Alternatively, and depending on the shape 
of the potatoes, you could get away with using two 
larger potatoes cut in half, or even small new 
potatoes which you could serve as a canape or 
snack. 

Ingredients 

120-150g salmon caviar (keta) 

2 spring onions, halved lengthways and finely 
chopped 

For the sauce 

1 small shallot, peeled, halved and finely chopped 

100ml white wine 

V^tbsp double cream 

lOOg cold unsalted butter, diced 

ltbsp finely chopped chives 

Method 

Bake your potatoes and mix the mashed potato 
with the spring onions. While the potatoes are 
crisping up in the oven, put the shallots in a pan 
with the white wine and simmer until the wine has 
almost evaporated then add the cream. Remove 
from the heat and whisk in the butter until it's 
melted and emulsified. Season to taste and stir in 
the chives. 

To serve, refill the potato with the hot mashed 
potato and spring onion mixture to the top and then 
spoon on the salmon caviar, covering the whole 
surface of the potato. Spoon the sauce on to 
warmed serving plates (not hot) and place the 
potato on top.

Michael 
Madl's reckless lunge led to the free- 
kick which produced City's winner, 
although keeper Andy Lonergan 
didn't cover himself in glory either by 
twice being beaten by shots from 
outside the penalty area. 

Obligation 

"It's not acceptable," says Jokanovic, 
"but our obligation is to start 
thinking about the Birmingham 
game. This game is done and I say 
sorry to the Fulham fans.They push 
us and they try and help us and we 
didn't give them enough today for 
their support. 

"In the next game we need to be 
brave. I don't want to think about 
relegation, everything is in our 
hands." 

Five of Fulham's last nine games are 
against sides in the top 10. 


It was the second time in four days 
that McCormack had scored at The 
Cottage and still finished up on the 
losing side. A week ago, he netted in 
the 3-2 defeat by league leaders 
Burnley, for whom Andre Gray's 
winner keeps him three goals ahead 
of the Fulham striker at the top of 
the Championship goals chart. 

"I could see it coming," a deeply 
frustrated McCormack told Fulham's 
official website, www.fulhamfc.com. 
"We sat far too deep in the second 
half and let them into it. Instead, we 
should have carried on doing what 
we were doing in the first half, when 
they didn't have a sniff. Second half, 
it's the usual Fulham ... we were in 
control and threw it away. 

"We've been in a fight for weeks," 
continued McCormack. "As it stands 
now, it doesn't look too good for us 
so it's vitally important we start 
picking up wins. Next week is 
Birmingham away - a very good 
side - but it's vital we go there and 
try and get something, as we need a 
result. It won't be easy but it's in our 
hands and we need to show 
character. 

"You can only say we've got a good 
enough team for so long. It's about 
time we started showing it."

“I hate to lose, of course, but if you see the difficult 
situation, if you see where we have come from in 
December, there was panic. Panic is a big word, but 
there was a lot of sweat. The wrong sweat on the 
forehead.

Hiddink refuses to believe his job is done and 
Saturday’s match against West Ham is a case in 
point.

I’m very pleased that 
they asked me, so I will give my best to the team and 
the club.” 


■ THE worst week in Chelsea’s recent history 
overshadowed the fact that skipper John Terry 
returned from injury to notch up his 700th 
appearance for the Blues in the 2-0 defeat against 
Everton on Saturday. 

Terry, who made his Blues debut in a League Cup 
tie against Aston Villa in 1998, joins an elite group 
of two - Peter Bonetti and Ron Harris - who have 
played 700-plus games for the Stamford Bridge 
outfit. 

He came off the bench to replace Kenedy with five 
minutes to go at Goodison, where he was sent up 
front to try and score. 

■ PSG are believed to be preparing a summer bid 
for Eden Hazard and Thibaut Courtois. 

Hazard has had a poor season, which has not been 
helped by injuries that the club have not rectified, 


claims the player’s father Thierry. 

According to sources in France, he said: “Eden’s 
lack of form is due to an injury, an inflammation in 
the hip, that he’s been carrying for three or four 
months. 

“It’s not a bad injury, it feels like a stabbing, like a 
knife in it. 

“He was feeling the pain early in the game against 
Leicester City in December and that’s why he asked 
to be substituted. 

“Instead of giving Eden time to overcome the 
injury and have a proper rest, they pushed him to play 
because they have important games, so he had no 
choice. 

“It’s the first time in his professional career that 
he’s confronted with a difficult period. He is not a 
machine.” 

Chelsea are expected to have a summer clear-out, 


possibly including other established players like 
Oscar, who is wanted by Italian giants Juventus. 
Diego Costa has been linked all season with a return 
to Atletico Madrid, while loanees Radamel Falcao 
and Alexandre Pato could return to their parent clubs. 

Striker Loic Remy is far down the pecking order 
and wants to leave, while Pedro has struggled to 
adapt to the pace and strength of the Premier League 
since his transfer from Barcelona.

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Costa fracas 
adds to misery

G UUS Hiddink talks like a man 
who has everything under control 
but, frankly, he is overseeing a 
club close to meltdown and the visit of 
West Ham United to Stamford Bridge on 
Saturday is only likely to increase the 
despair that hangs over the club. 

Hiddink has won only three home games since 
replacing Jose Mourinho in December, including FA 
Cup ties against League One side Scunthorpe United 
and a seriously under-strength Manchester City. The 
only Premier League win came against relegation- 
haunted Newcastle United.

To add further insult to injury, Diego Costa shamed 
the Blue shirt with an undisciplined and bullying 
performance that resulted in him getting sent off for 
the first time in Chelsea’s colours.

Fragile Fulham ‘in trouble’ 


F ULHAM head coach Slavisa Jokanovic 
admits his team is "in trouble" after 
Saturday's gut-wrenching 2-1 home 
defeat by fellow strugglers Bristol City, 
which leaves the west Londoners fifth from 
bottom of the Championship and just a 
point above the relegation zone. 

"It's disappointing for us and our supporters. 
We needed to go to war for the last 10 games 
and we didn't go to war today. We need to be 
stronger and show more fight, as we're in 
trouble," said Jokanovic ahead of this Saturday's 
visit to promotion-chasing Birmingham City. 

Ross McCormack put Fulham in front in the 
third minute with an exquisite angled chip at 
the Putney end, his 19th league goal of the 
season and third in successive games. 

But Robins hit back in the second half, 
levelling through Marlon Pack before Lee 
Tomlin's free-kick won it with a minute left. 
Bristol City leapfrogged Fulham into 19th place. 

"We started the game very well and played 
good football,"said Jokanovic. "We didn't 
control the second half. We started very 
confused and made many mistakes. They put us 
in big trouble with a simple push and we 


started to be scared at set-pieces. 

"We played with a different mentality in the 
second half and without enough power. I tried 
to make some changes but they didn't do 
enough. We need to be men in this situation." 

Results earned by the two sides immediately 
below them in the table also went against 
Fulham. Rotherham United - rejuvenated under 
their new former QPR boss Neil Warnock - 
showed the fighting spirit lacking at Fulham as 
they came from three down with seven minutes 
left to play to force a 3-3 draw with Derby 
County, while Milton Keynes took a surprise 
point from a 1 -1 draw at high-flying Hull City.
